Ten Agitators Shot to Death. 

CONSTANTINOPLE, April 21.—Ten 
agitators who were caught among the 
Constitutional troops trying to under- 
mine their loyalty to their commanders 
were executed by shooting at San Stae- 
fano today, aftér’a-simiiary trial By 
courtmartial. 

The lines of the Constitutional army 
are drawing closer and closer around 
the Turkish capital and the advance 
guard of the Macedonians is practically 
at the gates of the city. The actual 
advance into the city, however, has not 
yet begun. 

Fears of possible rioting, however, be- 
came manifest: today, and as a result 
many people are leaving the capital by 
any ‘means possible. 

Everything is quiet at the Yildiz Pal- 
ace. The Sultan is awaiting develop- 
ments with apparent imperturbability. 

The first army corps, which garri- 
sons Constantinople, has been complete- 
ly won over to the Constitutionalists. 
Various units of this corps, in accord- 
ance with the demand voiced yesterday 
by Husni Pasha, the commanding Gen- 
eral of the army of investment, are to- 
day taking oath to obey their superiors, 
not to mix in politics and not to inter- 
fere with the measures adopted for the 
punishment of those guilty of starting 
the revolt last week. 

Warship Near Palace. 

A notable development in the over- 
night situation was evidenced by the 
anchoring this morning of a number of 
Turkish warships in front of Yildiz 
Kiosk on the Bosphorus. The vessels 
that have taken up this significant po- 
sition are the battleships Messudieh, As- 
sar-I-Tewfik, Hamidieh and Nedjin-I-

year if a bill introduced in the 
House of Delegates by John J. Golden 
of the Fourth Ward becomes a law. 
The bill which Mr. Golden will introduce 
by request of a citizen, is intended to 
effectively prohibit scorching. 

The novel feature about the bill is 
that the scorcher’s automobile shall be 
arrested instead of the owner and im- 
pounded by the city for the exclusive 
use of the Police Department for a pe- 
riod of not less than one menth nor 
more than 12 months, and that the own- 
er shall pay $20 a month for the storage 
of the automobile while it is in the 
custody of the police. Scorchers twice 
guilty of violating the speed laws shall 
suffer a double punishment, 

The impownding feature of the bill is 
operative only in case the owner is rid- 
ing in the automobile at the time it is 
captured. The owner may be fined not 
to exceed $500 nor not less than $10, as 
an additional penalty. 

100 Seorchers Arrested Weekly. 

Aimost 100 scorchers are arrested every 
week. At this rate it would not be long 
until mest of the 2000 automobiles in 
St. Louis would be in the hands of the 
police. Practically every policeman then 
could have the use of an automobile 
free. Instead of having to walk around 
his beat day and night he could sit in 
some millionaire’s automobile and pa- 
trol it to perfection. It would relieve 
him of practically all hard work. 

The members of the Broadway Squad, 
in resplendent uniforms, with white 
gloves, gold lettered caps and new bat- 


ons, would make a fine appearance in| 
the big new six-cylindered impounded 
automobiles. The machines would be 
just the thing for the annual police pa- 
rade. 

Pickpockets and highwaymen would 
have a slim chance of getting away 
from the ‘‘automobile coppers.’’ The po- 
licemen could so thoroughly patrol their 
beats in this manner thatiburglars and 
hold-up men would have little oppor- 
tunity to do their work and escape. 

Would Make Policemen Watchful. 

The bill, if it becomes a law, will, it 
is said, cause all the police to keep a 
watchful eye on the operators of auto- 
mobiles. Knowing that if they capture 
a scorcher they will get the use of his 
machine for one to 12 months, the pa- 
trolmen would be expected to show un- 
usual activity in enforcing the law. 

Delegate Golden represents a ward 
in which there are few owners of auto- 
mobiles, but which is the center of the 
largest automobile traffic in the city. 
The owners of practically .ajl of the 
automobiles use them in the Fourth 
Ward when coming to and going from 
their work. Delegate Golden's constitu- 
ents are kept busy hopping out of the 
way of automobiles owned by the 
Twenty-eighth warders, but operated 
largely in the Fourth Ward, to which 
the six-miles-an-hour speed section of 
the State law applies. 

The bill is broad enough to cover al! 
manner of automobiles, from the little 
$500 runabout to the $10,000 imported 
French car. Mr. Golden’s opponent in 
the recent election, Oliver J. Burkhart, 
is said to be one of the few residents of 
the Fourth Ward who own automobiles 
He lives at the Missouri Athletic Club.

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MISSOURI'S “DRY” 
AGU OPPOSED 
10 SUBMISSION 
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JEFFERSON CITY, April .21.—The 
movement for State-wide prohibition is 
not receiving the support of the Mis- 
souri Anti-Salogn League, according to 
E. F. Jones, secretary of that organiza- 


tion. 

Mr. Jones said today that he dia not 
believe Missouri’ was ready for State- 
wide prohibition. 

“We are satisfied with the existing 
local option law,’’ said he, “and want 
further . legislative regulation of the 
liquor traffic.”’ 

Similar Views Expressed. 

Similar views were expressed by Repre- 
sentatives Walton of Howard and Pem- 
berton of Boone, both of whom are sup- 
porting the prohibition cause. 

“IT do not think the State will go dry 
if the prohibition amendment is sub- 
mitted in 1910,” said Walton. “‘It will 
surely be defeated if the amendment fs 
loaded down with a tax rider. In fact, 
should the Senate add a tax provision, I 
doubt if the House will concur, and that 
will mean the defeat of submission. I 
believe the liquor traffic should be sup- 
pressed absolutely. From what I can 
gather, however, the local option laws 
are acting as an offset to prohibition 
sentiment.”’ 


Krone Presents Petitions. 

Senator Krone (Rep.) of St. Louis pre- 
sented today two petitions from St. 
Louis against prohibition. 

“These signatures on these petitions 
represent ‘enlightened citizens,’”’ re- 
marked Krone. 

Other senators became busy at once

Festus J. Wade voiced the feelings of 
the bankers as follows: 

“The Senate has t.» much regard for 
the welfare cf the State to wreck its in- 
dustries by submitting the prohibition 
question to a vote of the people at this 
time.”’ 

The concurrent resolution of 
branches of the Municipal Assembly 
under which the city lawmakers made 
the trip was oposed by only two men 
in either house.

The Municipal 
Assembly being a minor legislative 
body, they contended, it was not prop- 
er to take the attitude of advising the 
higher General Assembly. 

Mr. Norvell also said as an ethical 
matter there was a question whether 
prohibition should not be submitted to 
the people. 

Crunden Opposes Resolution. 

“The people in whose interest this 
resolution is offered,’’ said Mr. Crunden, 
“by their activity have provoked the 
results which are coming. They have, 
unfertunately, dragged the question into 
politics and not merely their business, 
but that of others. is threatened by pro- 
hibition. The discussion of prohibition 
will injure business, but there is an 
ethical side to be considered. That is 
whether the proposition ought not to be 
submitted to the people.” 

Counctimen Norvell said he had refused 
as president of the Norvell-Shapleigh 
Hardware Co., to sign a petition against 
prohibition because he did not wish to 
decide whether it was a question of 
politics, religion or e-business. 

“The issue came before the Business 
Men’s League and was dodged and 
straddled,” said Mr. Norvell. we

CANADIAN CRUISER 
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FIRES ON YANKEE 
SHIP: SEIZES HK 


American Captain of Alleged 
Poacher Refuses to Surrender 
Until Boarded. 








SHOTS DAMAGE VESSEL 
Four Rounds Are Fired and 
Threats Made to Sink Sus- 
pected Craft. 


— 








VANCOUVER, B. C., April 21.—The 
dominion government cruiser Kestrel 
arrived in port today, having in charge 
the American halibut fishing schooner 
Charles Levi Woodbury. 

She captured the schooner after _fir- 
ing four rounds from her machine guns 
and threatening to sink the alleged 
poaching vessel unless she surrendered. 

Damages American Boat. 

Three of the volleys were intended as 
a warning, but as no attention was paid 
to them, a fourth was directed at the 
schooner, which struck and_ slightly 
damaged her. 

The captafh of the American vessel 
did not surrender, however, until his 
schooner was boarded by a force from 
the cruiser. 

Shooting at Full Speed, 

The action took place Sunday after- 
noon in northern waters, alleged to be 
contiguous to Canada. Five bullets tore 
through the air in the direction of the 
Woodbury, each time the machine gun 
was fired as the vessels headed at full 
speed from the west coast of Vancou- 
ver Island and pointed towards the mid- 
dle of the Pacific. 

Three rounds were intended merely to 
call attention to the command to heave 
to which had been issued to the Amer- 
ican schooner. But the last series of 
shots meant business. 

The guns were pointed at the fish boat 
which was then at a distance of about 
two hundred yards and still making for 
the open sea as rapidly as possible. The 
bullets, which were aimed high, ripped 
the main sail of the schooner and ons 
or two knocked splinters off the main 
mast. 

Capt. Sinclair feared that he would be 
sunk right there if he did not stop. At 
the same moment the second gun of the 
Kestrel was swung across her deck to 
get into range of the fishing boat. The 
Woodbury’s engines were then stopped 
and her sails, gashed by the British bul- 
lets, hauled down. 

Officers Board the Woodbury. 

But even then the American Captain 
would not willingly surrender. He de- 
clined to fasten a hawser aboard his 
vessel, but a few minutes later an of- 
ficer and three men from the Kestrel 
boarded the Woodbury and took charge. 

Capt. Newcomb of the Kestrel declares 
that if he ever had a clear case against 
an American vessel, this is the one. 
Early Sunday afternoon, he declares, 
the Kestrel was standing in Quatsino 
Sound, on*the west coast, when he 
espied an American vessel fishing be- 
tween East and West Haycock Islands. 
These islands He about ten miles off 
Cape Scott, the northernmost point of 
Vancouver Island. The islands’ are 
themselves five miles apart, so that 
from Capt. Newcomb’s figuring, it is 
impossible that the American boat could 
be more than two and a half miles from 
either shore. 

Capt. Sinclair of the Woodbury ap- 
parently did not notice the arrival of 
the Kestrel on the scene until the Gov-~ 
ernment vessel was within about three 
miles. Then the American ran along, 
picking up his five dories, the fishermen 
cutting their gear without wasting time 
to pull a fathom of it in. Within 2 
minutes after the Kestrel was sighted 
the last dory had been picked up and 
the schooner, with her motive power 
working to its full capacity and her 
sails spread to a fine western breeze, 
turned towards the highlands of the 
Pacific. 

American Defies Canadian. 

The cruiser gradually overhauled the 
American schooner, and by the time 
they were four and a quarter miles off 
shore the Kestrel was alongside and 
the captains of the two vessels were 
conversing. 

When Capt. Newcomb got abreast the 
American he opened communication 
through a speaking trumpet. 

“Stop, or 1 will put a hole through 
you,” called Newcomb. 

“I do not think so,” said Sinclair, 
in a reply that came plainly over the 
water. 

Then the big gun went off and a lit- 
tle section of the Woodbury’s sail was 
in shreds. When the second gun of the 
Kestrel had been answiveled and trained 
on the schooner Capt. Sinclair  real- 
ized that further flight was useless and 
surrendered. 

He refused, however, to help navigate 
his vessel to port and would not even 
make fast a hawser. His engineer de- 
clined to turn over the gasoline equip- 
ment. The warship then took the Wood- 
bury in tow and headed for Vancouver, 
arriving this morning, when the prize 
was tied up at a wharf. 

Carge Is Destroyed. 

The Woodbury Is a schooner about 
100 feet long and is of 120 tons burden. 
She has been fishing out ef Seattle for 
a number of years. She had about 1000 
pounds of fish on board when taken. 
There was no time to clean the fish and 
the cargo was destroyed. :

NEW YORK, April 21.—Edward H. 
Harriman has decided to pass his sum- 
mer vacation in Europe. Announce- 
ment of such intention started reports 
dewntown today that his recent West- 
ern trip has not been restful and that 
he was now to go away by order of his 
physician. Mr. Harriman deaied the 
story as soon as he heard it. 

“I am going to Europe,” 
“simply because I want to go. If I 
were under medical orders for rest I 
would not be spending the entire day 
in my office, where I am a pretty busy 
man. I came to the office toiay be- 
Cause there have been things wich re- 
quired my personal attention. On days 
when I do not come downtown I am 
busy with conferences at my house. 
That isn’t the way a sick man wou'd 
act, is it? 

‘This is not an affair of the doctors. 
It means simply that instead of guing 
to California, as I did last year, I sha!l 
get a vacation ths season on the other 
side of the ocean.”’ 

“It is well enough known that I am 
shifting some of my burdens,’’ Mr. 
Harriman continued. ‘‘That may ac- 
count for the extra time that I have at 
my disposal.’’ 

Proofs of Hl Health. 

That Harriman’s health has for two 
years led him to plang for retirement is 
shown by the following occurrences and 
interviews he has given out: 

On Jan. 4, 1907, Harriman was not able 
to be present at the taking of testimony 
as to the scope of the Union Pacific in- 
vestments in other roads, his attorney 
announcing that he had not sufficiently 
recovered from a recent surgical opera- 
sion. 

“When I reach the age of @ I shaN 
retire from active busginess,’’ Mr. Har- 
riman used frequently to say. But in 
March, 4909, when he reached this ma- 
ture age, he found himself engaged in 
a-life-and-death struggle to maintain his 
power. 

Two years before, in 1906, Mr. Harri- 
man began to get into trouble. With 
the aid of skilled lawyers he had 
dodged the statutes in his railroad con- 
sOlidations, but the slow-moving ma- 
chinery of the United States Depart- 
ment of Justice was overtaking him. 

Told of Rétirement Plans, 

The life insurance scandals’ also 
caused him tremendous worry, and he 
has been compelled from time to time 
to drop everything and look to his 
health, which rapidly was being im- 
paired by work and anxiety. 

Aug. 3, 1908, Harriman retired for sey- 
eral weeks to his Oregon ranch to rusti- 
cate and recover his health. 

March 19, 1909, in an interview with a 
Post-Dispatch reporter, when asked 
about himself, Mr. Harriman said: 

‘T always have been too busy to think 
much about myself, but now I am just 
beginning to realize that there is a pos- 
sible hereafter. I have worked pretty 
hard, you know, and the doctors are be- 
ginning to, tell me that the other fel- 
lows ought to have a chance to do 
something.”’

NEW YORK, April 21.—James J. Jef- 
fries, retired heavyweight champion 
pugilist of the world, said to me last 
night:

“I will say that I never felt better in 
my life. 

“When I retired some four years ago, 
I did so after defeating every possible 
contender for the title.

“At the expiration of my contract 
with William Morris, which positively 
forbids my signing any contract, pugi- 
listic or otherwise, I will be ready to 
discuss terms for an unlimited round 
contest. All I will ask after that is 
sufficient time to thoroughly condition 
myself,.and should Mr. Johnson care 
to challenge me for the title, I will do 
what I: think I owe the public—that is, 
to defend*my title of ‘undefeated cham- 
pion of the world.’ ”’ 

The retired champion had already an- 
nounced his intention to go back into the 
ring to struggle for the laurels he had 
passed up when he retired, and which 
have been appropriated since that time 
by Jack Johnson. 

At the American Theater last nigh. 
Jeffries, after his exhibition of rope 
jumping, sparring and other gymnastic 
exercises, was called to the front by 
one of the.most crowded audiences ever 
seen in the house. He said: 

“After seven weeks’ trial I am satis- 
tied I can get into shape to fight for 
anything on this earth. I have decided 
to issue a.challenge to Johnson.”

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LOCAL OPTION IS NOT PROHIBITION. 

Many members of the State Senate represent 
districts which have approved the local option 
plan. Many members of the Lower House are 
similarly situated. The latter were, in many in- 
stances, moved to repudiate the platform pledge 
of their party and vote for the submission of the 
prohibitory amendment because their districts 
ars dry. They took tne attitude of their constit- 
uents on local] option as proof of a favorable at- 
titude toward prohibition. 

This was obviously a grave mistake. The sen- 
ators should not be moved by such deceptive ar- 
gument. Indorsement of the local option idea is 
not indorsement of prohibition. It is the exact 
reverse. 

Local option and prohibition have nothing 
in common save a desire for temperance. Auvo- 
cates of the former view it as a logical expres- 
sion from a homogeneous community in favor 
of no saloons. Advocates of the latter regard it 
as a subterfuge designed to stay the progress of 
their movement toward the compuisory depriva- 
tion of tre minority. ‘0 temperate people, op- 
posed on principle to liberty-invading sumptu- 
ary legisle 10n, local option i~ the expr-ssion of 
the home-rule idea. To thousands of voters it is 
a step calculated to stay the course of uncom- 
promising and intolerant interference with per- 
sonal conduct and freedom of action. 

how the representatives, who were moved to 
vote for submission, are going to harmonize their 
action with the promises of their part: offers 
no greater dilemma than how any, member of 
either house can justify a vote for submission by 
referring to the verdict of his constituents on the 
question of local option. 

So far as known, no member of either house 
has been given instructions or is expected to do 
anything but stand on his platform pledges. 

Those pledges are all hostile to prohibition. 

If the people wish to vote on the question of 
constitutional prohibition, the law has provided 
the way to show the desire. It is-a way which 
involves no perversion of the rules of reason or 
violation of the promises of party.

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SENATOR ALDRICH’S CONFESSION. 

The tariff discussion is bringing many inter- 
esting things to light. We learn from Senator 
Aldrich that his bill will produce revenue enough 
if Congress will be less extravagant. This is to 
say that there would have been no deficit if 
Congress had not appropriated so much money. 

Senator Aldrich confesses the extravagance. 
From the leader of a party which has justified 
a two-billion-dollar budget by declaring this 
a two-billion-dollar country, this confession has 
its significance. 
ate indeed. Can anyone imagine Senator Aldrich 
confessing a waste of pe 000,000 on t eve of 
an election ? 

Senator Aldrich also has the items of his tariff 
bill divided into two classes—luxuries and neces- 
sities, or the dispensables and the indispensables. 
By lowering the average tax on the latter sev- 
enteen one-hundredths of one per cent he favors 
the poor. By raising the average tax on the 
former 3.3 per cent he purposes gaining enough 
revenue to wipe out the deficit. 

Experience has taught that increasing the tax 
on luxuries decreases the quantity of them im- 
ported and the revenue also. The infinitesimal 
decrease in the tax on necessities will leave the 
burden where it is now. Is Senator Aldrich go- 
ing to tax wealth or poverty? 
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The tsetse fly may be one of the dangers Mr.

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THE PRIVACY OF A HUNTER.

TAX SEPARATION AMENDMENT. 

The so-called tax separation amendment, which 
has been reported favorably by both the Senate 
and House committees on constitutional amend- 
ments in the General Assembly, will meet with 
general favor when its provisions are clearly 
understood. 
It differs from the amendment submitted at 
the last general election in several very vital 
In the first place, it is only per- 
missive and not mandatory; that is, the Legisla- 
ture may separate the sources of revenue by dis- 
continuing the levy of the State property tax 
when it finds it expedient to do so and that it 
can be done without embarrassment to the State 
finances. The amendment voted on at the last 
election was mandatory, in that it compelled the 
separation at once, leaving no discretion to the 
General Assembly. 

The present amendment omits all : provision 
for the so-called local option or local power of 
exemption, which caused. some criticism and op- 
position to the last amendment; in other words, 
the taxing power of the counties and cities of the 
State will continue unchanged. 

Another very important distinction is that the 
present amendment distinctly secures to the 
counties and cities, as against the exercise of 
the taxing power of the State, the right to tax 
their local property, including the property and 
franchises of the public service corporations lo- 
cated therein. Under this amendment, there- 
fore, the counties and cities cannot be deprived 
of any important source of revenue. 

Another provision of this amendment is espe- 
cially valuable in that the State is given the 
power, irrespective of the continuance or dis- 
continuance of a State property tax, to levy a 
filing tax on the recording of mortgages or deeds 
of trust or for the registration of any class of 
securities; and the paying of such a tax will 
be in lieu of all local taxation, but only when 
such State tax is paid. This will enable the State 
to levy a tax of the rate proportioned to the in- 
come of such property, which, no doubt, would 
be cheerfully paid, and would thus in a great 
measure eliminate the present widespread tax 
evasion by removing both the occasion and the 
justification for such evasion. Men will submit 
to a reasonable tax on their property, when they 
will not submit to confiscation of their incomes. 
The mortgage recording tax, which is made pos- 
sible by this amendment, would open to the 
State a very large source of revenue. In New 
York it amounts to over $5,000,000. 

As the opposition to the last amendment was 
directed entirely against features which are 
omitted in this, and the principle of tax separa- 
tion was approved on every hand, it would seem 
that the amendment in the form now proposed 
will meet with substantially universal approval. 
The discontinuance of the State property tax 
would remove entirely the inequality in State 
taxation now resulting from unequal assessments 
in the different counties of the State, and would 
leave each county to assess property according to 
its local needs. 

Many correspondents of the Post-Dispatch seem 
to consider that opposition to the passage of the 
joint resolution submitting the question of pro- 
hibition to popular vote is due to lack of confi- 
dence in the people. No such question is in- 
volved. The Post-Dispatch has an abiding faith 
in the people and the correctness of the rule of 
majorities. But it has been unable to find that 
the people of Missouri have anywhere, at any 
time made known their desire to vote on this 
question. No party powerful enough to elect a 
candidate promised to submit the matter. How 
does anyone know the people want to vote on it? 
Why should a Legislature, pledged to a course 
hostile to prohibition, assume the responsibility 
of submitting it? 
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IS THE PUBLIC RESPONSIBLE? 

The student of the theater as a place where 
the society of the day finds itself reflected must 
stand aghast at the deftness with which the man- 
agers have turned back on the public all respon- 
sibility for the salaciousness of the stage. The 
managers hold themselves as mere purveyors to 
the public taste. If the public wants indecency 
it is none of the managers’ affair. They are the 
public’s devoted slaves and they not only accede 
to popular demand but they anticipate it. 

Acceptance of this view of the responsibility 
for the immoralities and indecencies of the stage 
compels a radical change in attitude toward what 
we have fatuously called the peoples’ inherent 
love of righteousness. They don’t like what is 
right, just, decent and moral, at least, in their 
entertainments. It is the vulgarities of life which 
amuse them. They want plays raw and coarse. 
The reproduction of scenes from brothel and 
barroom delights them beyond measure and the 
managers yield to the request against tueir better 
impulses, 

If the managers are right there must have 
been some terrible mistake. Can it be that there 
are two publics—or two divisions of the one 
public—one vulgar and tolerant, the other, re- 
taining an old-time love of what is whole- 
some and refined? Can it be possible that there 
is a division of the public which finds itself or- 
dinarily denied theatrical entertainment and 
which turns to some substitute ‘or the diversion 
the stage might supply? 
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A New York jury has awarded a verdict of 
$1000 damages against the cwner of an automobile 
that injured a pedestrian though the owner was 
not in the car at the time. A New York judge 
recently charged the grand jury that a man who 
employs a chauffeur known to be reckless is 
equally guilty in case of violation of law by the 
reckless employe. These decisions, which seem 
to be only common sense, will do much to curb 
the speed mania. 
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Mrs. Claudia Hains has shown real wisdom in 
retiring to a New Hampshire town having neither 
telegraph nor telephone wires. By staying there 
during the trial of her husband she will avoid 
much that she will not miss. 
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A Boston professor thinks that for $10,000,000 
he could arrange to send a message to Mars. Even 
one of the last President’s messages would hard- 
ly be worth that sum to the Martians. 
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Richard Croker threw the first ball at the

THE MORAL SIDE. 


Shall the Regulation of the Liquor Traffic Be 
Abandoned in St. Louis? 
fo the Editor of the Post-Dispatch. 

The proposed constitutional amendment for State- 
wide prohibition of the manufacture and sale of 
liquors in Missouri has been discussed in relation to 
business considerations, that is, as to the effect of 
such prohibition upon the capital and labor employed 
in varied industries dependent directly or indirectly 
upon the dftstilling and brewing interests. 

There is another point of view, however, which is 
suggested by the reported attitude of clergymen of 
certain denominations, who say that business inter- 
ests should not be considered in the determination of 
No one can dispute in the abstract the 
True moral issues are 
above all pecuniary considerations. What, then, is 
the moral issue involved in the attempted enforce- 
ment of prohibition in the City of St. Louis, where 
vast numbers of our people see’ no moral wrong in 
the temperate use of alcoholic beverages. 

Prohibition means, necessarily, the abandonment of 
all regulation. We cannot prohibit and regulate at 
the same time. The State of Missouri now has proba- 
bly as effective a regulation of the manufacture and

sale of liquors as could be devised. 
consideration the statutory regulation of the manu- 
facture.and sale such as prohibition of adulteration, 
which would not appeal to abstainers, we have an 
effective statutory regulation of the traffic 
which does appeal to all good citizens. This regulation 
rests distinctly on moral] considerations, and is in the 
interest of public order. Thus, the law prohibits the 
sale of liquor on Sunday and election days, and also 
prohibits sales to minors, the employment of wom- 
en, the use of musical instruments and the like. 

Under our system of local option each rural com- 
munity and each city of 2500 inhabitants determines 
for itself whether it can best prevent the abuses of 
intoxicants by prohibition or effective regulation un- 
der the statutory prohibitions. 

In the City of St. Louis, however, we have a sys- 
tem of regulation by summary process through the 
power of the Excise Commissioner to revoke a license 
of a saloon keeper for any violation of the law. It 
was held by our Supreme Court in the Seabold case 
(197 Mo. 720) that this statute was enacted because ex- 
perience had shown that the requirements of a con- 
viction by a jury before revocation would be imprac- 
ticable in a large city like St. Louis. In other words, 
the conditions of such a city required summary juris- 
diction vested in the Excise Commissioner. The ef- 
fect of this system is to make an effective Pegula- 
tion. The saloon keeper holds a permit only valid 
during good behavior and rubject to revocation by 
this summary authority. Those who question the 
statement that the effectiveness of this control is de- 
pendent upon the summary jurisdiction would do well 
to remember the period of control through jury trials, 
which was in vogue before the present system was 
established. ' 

The establishment of State-wide prohibition would 
at once do away with this summary jurisdiction and 
regulation. We would have no more excise commis- 
sioners. Prohibition would not stop drinking, nor 
would it prevent the importation of intoxicants from 
distilleries and breweries across the river or else- 
where in other states. The business of selling would 
become {llegal and criminal under the law, but parties 
committing such crimes could not be deprived of due 
process of law, and this could only be enforced 
through regular criminal procedure and determined by 
a jury trial. There would be no summary jurisdic- 
tion of the Excise Commissioner to revoke a license, 
because of the violation of any of the statutory regu- 
lations or for disorderly conduct in any form, as 8a- 
loons, whether orderly or disorderlg, would all be 
alike criminal under the law. If the juries refused 
to convict, there would be an end of all public con- 
trol. 

All human experience teaches the impossibility of 
suppressing, through statutory and criminal prosecu- 
tions, acts or habits which are not condemned by the 
moral sense of the community. (Where the at- 
tempt has been made to suppress liquor traffic 
in large cities the result has been a wide open 
town with all the term implies, because the ma- 
of the crimnal law has always proved 
ineffective.

One of the first subjects to be con- 
sidered is whether it is desirable for St. 
Louis to adopt the commission form of 
government, now in successfu! use in 
Galveston, Tex., and Des Moines, Io., 
and which has been practically adopted 
by the charter commissions of New 
York and Boston. 

The Committee on Plan and Scope of 
the work of the Freeholders suggested 
that this question be one of the first 


Freeholders that the work of revising 
the city charter should be ppularized. 
In order to arouse the greatest amount 
of interest possible in the subject the 
commission will hold public meetings 
so that everybody may be heard. 
Would Abolish the House, 

The commission plam of government 
contemplates the abolition of the House 
of Delegates and the concentration of 
vast power in the Mayor, while the pow- 
ers of the legislative branch of the gov- 
ernment are diminished. The commission 
form of government corresponds closely 
to the management of a corporation 
with its president and board of di- 
rectors. 

The Mayor is president of the munici- 
pal corporation, and his board of di- 
rectors may be either a body corre- 
sponding to the Board of Estimate and 
Apportionment, as provided in the new 
Charter proposed for New York City, 
or the City Council of nine members, 
as proposed in the new Boston char- 
ter. The principal idea in the commis- 
sion form of government is to centralize 
the power and authority of municipal 
government in as few men as pos- 
sible and to hold them to strict account- 
ability. 

The advocates of the commission g0- 
ernment say that a municipal govern- 
ment such as St. Louis has, under its 
charter, with its Mayor, Council, House 
ef Delegates, President of the Board 
of Public Improvements, is clumsy, di- 
vides the responsibility, retards progress 
and is one of the principal reasons why 
there is so little perfection in municipal 
government. 

Commission Idea Popular. 

It is believed a majority of the mem- 
bers of the Board of Freeholders favor 
the commission plan, which, perhaps, 
will take away from:the Municipal As- 
sembly, whether it is composed of one 
or two bodies, the right to deal with 
franchises and place that power in the 
hands of a bureau of franchises, which 
shall be not only responsible for the 
granting of franchises, but shall exer- 
cise supervision over all existing fran- 
chises and see that the grantees live up 
to their requirements. 

Samuel B. McPheeters, former secre- 
tary of the St. Louis Bar Association, 
was elected permanent secretary of the 
F'reeholders at a meeting at the Plant- 
ers Hotel Tuesday afternoon. His sal- 
ary was fixed at $200 a month. Mr. Mc- 
Pheeters lives at Ferguson. 

The commission is now thoroughly or- 
ganized, and is ready for the actual 
work of writing the new charter. The 
Municipal Assembly has tendered the 
use of the Council chamber to the com- 
mission for its meetings, which will be 
held Tuesday and friday afternoons of 
each week, from 3 p. m. until 5:39 p. m. 

Woman Has Suggestions. 

The distinction of being first to call 
on the Freeholders with suggestions for 
the new Charter belongs to Mrs. Cora 
D. Harvey, secretary of the National 
Committee for the Unemployed and the 
International Brotherhood Welfare As- 
sociation. The commission was not ready 
to receive Mrs. Harvey’s suggestions 
when she called Tuesday, but she will 
be heard at a later date, 

She will request that a provision be 
inserted in the new Charter for the 
municipal employment of the unem- 
ploved when the number reaches 5000 
or more. She will also request that the 
new Charter provide and maintain a 
municipal institution, such as a lodging 
house, where destitute persons may be 


igiven an opportunity to earn food and 


shelter. 
Mrs. Harvey will also request that the 


iritiative and referendum and the recall] 
be written into the new Charter. By 
means of the recall any public official
